Fertilizer Shortage 


likely Next Year 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22— (/Pl 
— Secretary of Agriculture Bran­ 
nan said today farmers will not 
have enough 
fertilizer 
supplies 
next year. 


He told the Senate agriculture 
committee “ the fertilizer situation 
is one of our greatest concerns” 
and added that continued short

Brannan recommended the im­ 
mediate construction of nitrogen 
plants for 
fertilizer having

total annual capacity of 700,000 
tons. This, he said, probably wouid

years. Brannan estimated the cur­ 
rent deficit of nitrogen at 500,000 
I tons annually.

In white and burr oaks, symptoms 
usually show up on one or more 
branches in the top of the tree. 
Leaves turn brown or dark green 
and may appear water soaked. As 
the disease spreads it kills the 
tree, the stump and the sprouts, 
within a year. 
One of the most striking dis­ 
coveries is that giant oaks are the 
first to be stricken. An isolated 
infected tree is usually the domi­ 
nant tree in the stand. 
Experts say this suggests that 
the fungus is carried by some a- 
gent flying over the forest canopy 
It is believed the disease is spread 
from tree to tree by naturally j 
grafted roots. 
The disease has not yet shown I 
the sweeping characteristics of an \ 
epidemic It hits here and there, 
leaving interven.ng trees untouch­ 
ed.

On Hog Cholera 


N o w Is th e T im e 
For Fall Outbreak 


Farmers were warned here to­ 
day to be on the alert this month 
for the usual fall upsurge in out­ 
breaks of hog cholera. 


“ Fall is one of the greatest hog 
cholera 
danger 
seasons, second 
only to the peak outbreak season 
in May and June,” the American 
Foundation for Animal Health re­ 
ports. To guard against fall cholera 
losses the Foundation 
suggested 
that farmers take 
the following 
precautions 
in 
September and 
October: 


Have all pigs vaccinated before 
'■ outbreaks occur, 
as there is no 
cure for cholera once it starts in 
a herd.

Keep neighbors, farm salesmen, 
I trucks and wagons out of hog lots. 
| It take* only a drop of live virus 
to spread hog cholera to an entire 
herd. 
Have all pigs 
checked by the 
I veterinarian to determine whether 
I they are in proper condition, be­ 
ll fore vaccination. 
Pigs which are

When Convenient 


W hat is 
the best time of 
the 
j year to add fertilizer to pastures? 
Dr. D. R. Dodd. Ohio State U n i­ 
versity agronomist, says the an­ 
swer is. generally, w henever it is 
most convenient. 


He bases his opinion on a 1950 
pasture survey covering 31 states. 
with 
special emphasis 
on M id ­ 
western pastures and 
talks with 
[ corn belt agronomists. 
These m idwestern soils special­ 
ists. he said. believe that conven­ 
ience of application 
is us im por­ 
tant as any other 
factor in adding 
fertilizer to sod lands 


Adding fertilizer in the spring 
ma. give higher forage yields. But 
this. m turn, m ay be balanced bv 


the fact that spring is your busi­ 
ed, high peak w ork period and 
vxtra cost may be involved. And, 
i if the fertilizer is not put on early 
in the spring, it m ay not give any 
higher production 
than fall ap­ 
p lie d fertilizer. 
There 
is usually 
more time to top-dress pastures in 
i the fall and the ground is usually 
firm er and easier to get over. 
Sum m ing up the facts. Dr. Dodd 
said: 
"O v e r the long pull, it is more 
im portant that the fertilizer to be 
put on the ground than it be ap­ 
plied at any particular time.”

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Nation's W ater Resources Can Be Developed 


Contrary to popular conception, perhaps, 
this nation has hardly begun to develop its 
available water resources, 
according to a 
joint survey by the Conservation Founda­ 
tion and the National Association of Manu­ 
facturers. It is found that the annual aver­ 
age precipitation is 30 inches, but that only 
about three-fourths of an inch of this water 
is intercepted and used directly by man. 


There is plenty of water, so to speak, but 
other data presented by the survey warn 
by implication against wastage just because 
storage reservoirs right now happen to be 
above normal levels, as contrasted with the 
dangerously low levels of a year ago. While 
possibilities for increasing 
the volume 
of 
potable water 
are “tremendous”, 
years, 
even decades, will be required to realize po­ 
tential supplies 
Meanwhile, demands 
on 
local supplies are growing faster than water 
resource development, it is declared. 


These conclusions have pertinent refer­ 
ence to the New York-New Jersey north­ 
eastern area 
in which manufacturers, 
ac­ 
cording to the survey, are in general “pessi- 
ir.istic” about 
prospects for 
expanded 
sources of water. The question that arises 
is as to how long industry and business will 
be attracted to areas confronted with re­ 
curring water shortages unless fundamental 
changes are made in the pattern of water 
use and development. 


In the view of those conducting the sur­ 
vey, the problem involves a twofold solu­ 
tion. Such areas must take immediate steps 
to increase efficiency 
in the utilization of 
currently available supplies: they must 
look beyond the original 
and easily acces­ 
sible sources that heretofore have been ade­ 
quate and plan the financial and physical 
measures required to impound more water. 
Although 
primarily directed 
to ascer­ 
taining the source and use of water by in­ 
dustry, the survey is a valuable contribu­ 


tion to what 
has already been 
reported

over the present war situation, are being 
regaled with stories out of Washington con­ 
cerning 
the creation 
of a great new 
air 
force, for which more billions are being al­ 
located almost monthly. 


This air force is being readied to deliver 
atomic bombs anywhere in the world, it is 
announced, as well as the recently heralded 
new weapons which President Truman and 
others in authority say will be so destructive 
as to be beyond human imagination. 


It is impossible to read of present plans to 
build a great air force without thinking of 
Gen. Billy 
Mitchell, who commanded 
the 
American Air Force during World War I, 
and who later was court-martialed and sus­ 
pended from the service for criticizing War 
and Navy Department disinterest in avia­ 
tion. 


General Mitchell was the first to declare 
the nation’s security was rn the air. and he 
recommended an air force of such size and 
power that no nation could successfully at­ 
tack the United States. He resigned from 
the army in 1926. 


Now, more than quarter of a century later, 
the nation is turning to the recommenda­ 
tions of Billy Mitchell. As for the new wea­ 
pons, their perfection and ultimate use are 
matters 
for future 
accomplishment. 
But 
Billy Mitchell has been vindicated, although 
many war-wracked years have been added 
to history in the meantime.

It is not th;* 
homes that are 
broken, but the 
hearts of little children for whom 
one flower on the

has withered. What of the young 
people 
without guidance

find it so difficult to pass out of 
toe uncertainties of youth to the 
responsibilities of manhood and 
womanhood ? 


These need to be 
reported as 
much as a battle in Korea or an 
error of statesmanship. We need 
to deal with the corruption of the 
spirit and the morals of a nation 
And not only need we report the 
evils but the surviving goodness 
of our people. As long as charity 
lives in our hearts, we are not a 
dying people. 


May I m ake this suggestion for 
the year 1951: That after each of 
us has contributed to our 
usual 
charities, to the community chest, 
the Red Cross and so on, we se­ 
lect one excellent 
charity of a 
group to which we do not belong 
and w*e give also to that. 


That would be the 
American :

G O L D E N R O D 
I just passed a large patch of 
goldenrod in Fayette County that 
was making a very good growth 
along a creek bottom. It made a 
pretty picture with the morning 
sun lighting up the background. 
A little farther on I saw a few 
apple trees, bending under a heavy 
load of fruit and I thought of 
W hittier’s Corn Song: 
“The goldenrod is yellow, the corn 
is turning brown; 
The trees in apple orchards with 
fruit are bending dowp.” 
I recalled the last verse too, as 
I passed many fields of good corn: 
“Then let the good old crop adorn, 
the hills our fathers trod; 
Still let us for our 
golden corn, 
send up our thanks to God “ 
We don’t have as much corn in 
southern Ohio as we have been 
accustomed to having, but we have 
a lot of it; and of course we ought 
to be very thankful for this. “It ' 
might have been worse.” You may 
wonder why this is in “quotes ” 
It’s a statement a father of a large 
fam ily often made, when his chil­ 
dren told him oflsom e discourage- 
ing experience, that has a way of ; 
coming to all of us at times. One j 
day his boys decided to rela:e some 
experience where he could not use 
his stock statement, “It might have 
been worse.’’ 
At the 
breakfast 
table one of the boys said, “Dad, 
I had a terrible dream last night. 
It was so bad that I had trouble 
getting back to sleep again ' When ; 
Dad asked him what it was, he 
told him that he dreamed he died 
and went to hell. “ It might have 
been worse.” the father promptly 
replied. “And how could that have 
been?” his boy 
asked him

promptly replied. “ It might have 
been worse; it m ight have been 
true " 


A N O L D F A S H I O N E D G A R D E N 
I just saw one in Fayette Coun­ 
ty. It was the usual vegetable gar­ 
den. with about a third of it plant­ 
ed to flowers; the annual flow’ers 
that you must plant every year 
like the marigolds, and the zin­ 
nias, and cosmos of m any colors 
and varieties. One could cut many 
beautiful bouquets from 
such a 
planting, and still have an abun­ 
dance left. A garden like that adds 
m uch to the appearance of any 
farm home, and greatly increases 
the joy of living of the farm family 
and friends who call. Who can 
even estimate the value of flow ­ 
ers”

F A R M I N G IN K O R E A 
I recently wrote Lewis C. Miller, 
one of my former students “resid­ 
ing in Korea” as he expresses it, 
as a part of our army, and asked 
him to tell me about the farming 
there. He writes that the language 
barrier made it very hard to talk 
to the Koreans, but that he had 
some information for me. Here are 
excerpts from his letter: 
The thing that strikes me U N I 
about the local agriculture is the 
primitive tools and methods em ­ 
ployed by these poor, but ambi­ 
tious little Korean farmers, from 
the wooden ox drawn plows to the 
irrigation ditches. 
As the land is extrem ely moun­ 
tainous, many of the crops are 
grown on the slope of a hill, and 
they depend almost entirely on the 
rainy season for water. This plant­ 
ing of crops on steep slopes proves 
that they are experienced in coun- 
| teracting soil erosion. 
Some say that these patches of 
different colored crops makes a 
beautiful sight, but confidentially 
I think they have been here too 
long. 
As you probably know the main 
crop here is rice, thus I shall try 
to the best of my ability to tell 
you what I know of the process of 
growing this, “The lifebread of the 
Orient.” 
First 
the rice 
seed is 
sown 
somewhat like wheat, in a field 
where it grows through its first 
stage. When it is approximately 
6 to 8 inches out of the earth, and 
green in color, it is transplanted to 
another field in groups of 12 or so, 
where it is left until it is about 12 
Inches high, from here it is picked 
and each plant is separately plant­ 
ed into the flooded paddy where 
it stays until it is full grown. All 
this work, including the harvest, 
is usually done by hand. 
There are 
also other 
crops 
grow’n such as 
potatoes, 
corn, 
barley, and cotton. The growing 
process is much 
the same 
for 
these crops as back in the states. 
I should also like to 
n^ention 
that a large number of these peo­ 
ple are very 
superstitious 
and 
often pray to their Dragon God 
"Yong” m case the annual rainy 
season doesn't come on time. This 
rainy season is usually heaviest 
during the months of June. July 
and August. 
Thanks very much for your in­ 
teresting letter.
